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1 In compiling this list, the writer has tried to make a beginning 
toward a comprehensive bibliography of rhythm. In order to make 
the list ultimately as complete as possible, he hopes that those who 
are interested in the subject will call his attention to any additions 
or corrections to be made in the bibliography. As a rule, text-books 
and other systematic works are cited only when they offer original 
contributions, either by way of theory or by way of experimental 
investigation, to the general topic. Books and articles, whose titular 
reference carries only an implicit connection with the subject, are not 
cited unless thev are quoted by some investigator in the field of 
rhythm. 
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
